T 
was just as big n c.jm nrd as llie rest of 
the boys, only in a different way--! 
was more Hfrai<] U> i(o home than in 
face the itioli. I'iitli(>r is an old regu- 
lar army man, a West Pointer, and 
knows only duty. If I had shown the 
white feather, dis'obeyed orders, and 
fneaked home, father wouldn't' have 
done a thing but take me out into the 
back yard, tie me fast to • tree, step 
off about ten paces, draw a 32-caIiber 
rerolver and simply shoot me full of 
holes. I preferred to lake my chances 
with the mob. 1 knew what father 
would do."

.^liMiiIil ^'1. llnre he rniglu discov 
that (hey are the epitaphs of the dead 
persons whose remains arc still to lie 
found scattered on the floor and in 
niches. 

Wold and his compiin 
ions entered tho cavern they found 
that other explorers had precedc<l 
them and portions of the mummified 
bodies had been removed. There were 
seven, thoroughly dried ap, and one 
of them is a female.

Their InUoductioo Said to Hav* Baan 
One to QoMD Slsaoor. 

The introduction of coaches ir 
England is credited to Queen Elean 
or, who died in 1291. Her death was 
thus amiably discussed in a ballad of 
the time, entitled "A Warning Piece 
lo England Against Pride and Wick- 
ednesse, being the fall of Queen 
Kleanor, wife to Edward, King of 
England, who, for her pride, by God's 
judgment, sunk into the ground at 
Charing Cross, and rose at Queens- 
bithe:"

l^ter testimooy, no less direct, 
credits the first introduction of 
coaches lo Sir Thomas Chamber- 
layne, English ambassador to the 
court of Charles V. of Spain; and 
again lo the earl of Rutland, for » bom 
Walter Rippon, Queen Elizabet.h's 
subsequent coachmaker, is re. (irded 
to hare built the "first coach that ev. r 
rta.^ M'.Mi in Knglan.l, .\nno Dumiiii, 

However this may be, a great stir 
Mas OQrt«ialy made in England by 
I be magnillccDce of the royal coaches 
which Queen Best received as pres- 
ents from her admirers abroad. Her 
admirers at home followed suit. Thus 
Sir Philip Sidney risked bis knightly 
reputation by appearing in a coach 
instead of on horseback, riding into 
Shrewsbury in his wagon, "with his 
trumpeter blowynge, very joyful to 
behold." Good Bishop Hall, in kis 
"Satires," published shortly after- 
wards, took a less joyful view: 

Is't not A ihame to aee a groome 
Sit perched In an Idle chariot rocme. 
That were nat meet aome panel lobealiida. 
Surstngled to a galled hacliney'a hIdeT 

In spite of such criticisms, the use 
of coaches grew apace, so that young 
Shakespeare could earn a livelihood 
by holding the coach horses of the la- 
dies that drove to the Olobe theater. 
In 1601 a bill was actually brought in 
parliament "to restrayn the excessive 
use of Coaches within this realm of 
England." — Automobile Magazine.

Grewsoma Uuaieal Instrument Made by 
the Paragiuy Indiana. 

Skull banjos are the product of the 
small country of Paraguay. The In- 
dians of ancient times were constant- 
ly engaged in warfare, and their pri- 
mary aim when thus engaged was to 
( apturo the chief of the opposing side. 
When captured this personage was 
carried to their camp and there cruel- 
ly murdered, and it was from his body 
that this growsome, curious musical 
in^trullu■lll wa-, made.
